In casual disregard for precise ‘history, 
Washington's birthday (February 22, 1732), and Lin- 
coin's birthday (February 12, 1808) were celebrated 
jointly on Monday, February 18, in due regard for the 
sentiments of organized labor and the convenience 
of certain citizens who were desirous of stretching 
their weekend into three non-working days. 

In keeping with American good taste; the birthday 
of George Washington, a slave-Holding president has 
become an official holiday, while that of Abraham 
Lincoln, the emancipator of slaves, has. no official 
status beyond scattered celebrations that still persist

t the famous Cherry Tree story that paints his 
aracter as a purist. 

Blacks have long forgiven George for his flirtations, 
his rather pale prowess as a’ military: leader; but the 
fact that the nation’s first President was a 
slavehokier, while scrupulously avoided in most 
schoo! textbooks, has become quite well known to 
our new day Black History buffs. 

George, as a youngster, not only grew up in 
Virginia, but grew up in a_slave-plantation en- 
vironment. His father, Augustine Washington owned 
six different plantations, of which George knew best 
that of Bridges Creek, Virginia on which he rode, wat- 
ched the slaves at work, and mastered the elements 
of tobacco growing and stock raising. 

It is reliably reported that Washington, in later life, 
held no real enthusiasm for slavery, but his opposition 
was not on moral, but rather on economic and social 
grounds. 

After his marriage to the wealthy Martha Dandridge, 
widow of Col; Daniel Parke Custis, in 1759, George 
personally increased his already impressive fortune 
by some $75,000 in property (real money In those 
days) and added some 150 slaves to his already am- 
ple supply of same. '

Senator Bowen Wants

State Senator William F..Bowen 
D-Cincinnati announced today 
that the Senate Education and 
Health Committee will begin con- 
sideration this week of his bill, 
S.B. 106 to require free rest room 
facilities in the, same location as 
pay facilities. 

Senator Bowen ‘said that 
passage of the measure is 
necessary to relieve the 
thousands of Ohio. citizens who 
have suffered severe discomfort 
and upset when, upon rushing to 
a public rest room, they were 
unable to find a dime in their 
pockets or purse. 

The Cincinnati Democrat said 


: that most pay tollets accept only 


dimes and do not make change, 
which, he feels, discriminates 
untairly against all those people 
of all ages, colors and sexes who 
do not carry dimes with them at 
all times. 

The discomfort caused to Ohio 
residents by pay toilets, he asser- 
ted, is not worth the small 
amounts of revenue such 
facilities generate.

Undergraduate and graduate 
‘women-ages 25, plus-who atten- 
ded UC last fall totaled 3858, Of 
these, 1452 women were enrolled 
full-time in degree programs of 13 
UC colleges, including Law and 
Medicine 

These two professional grad- 
uate colleges, despite their stiff 
@ntrance requirements, could 
boast of 27 women law students, 
ages 25-47, and 14 women 
medical students, ages 25-34. 
(This represents more than twice 
the group’s number enrolled in 
these colleges in Fall '71). 

Meanwhile, as of Fall ‘73, 
women in the 55.69 age bracket 
were earning their degrees in 
UC’'s College of Arts and Scien- 
ces, College-Conservatory of 
Music, College. of Education_and. 
Home Economics, College of 
Community Services, College of 
Nursing and Health, Evening 
College, and the two-year Ray- 
mond Walters General and Tech- 
nical College (Blue Ash). 

All told, Evening College had 
the highest'total: 465 women over 
25 had returned to its classrooms. 
Nursing and Health reported the 
most ‘senior’ degree student-- 
age 69 

The survey reflects an even 
more striking fact.

He is quoled as saying, “You will work lor 
them (black masses and poor) but not with 
them. Your heart will bleed for them but not 
your head and hands. You will be thei ad- 
vocate but not their friend. You will sponsor 
them and their cause but their cause is not 
your Cause anymore...because you ere the 

Dr. Lincoln observed that biacks who are 
members of the United Methodist Church 
imitate the religion of the white Anglo-Saxon 
Methodist ‘and will not incorporate the 
unique religious expression and experience 
of the historic black religion rooted in its own 
fo culture. 

Anoiher problem facing blacks in the 
United Methodist Church is the increase in 
atifition in membenhip and clergy.

"The history of demands during the 70 
years from 1840 to 1960 was generally one of 
negative results. Court battles were usually 
ineffective; legislative efforts were untruitful 
until 1957. In the South, at least, where most 
of the potential Black voters were located, 
attention-had to be paid primarily to securing 
the vote, not lo its effective mobilization and 
utilization. Thus, instead of concentrating 
time and resources on being politically 
astute (mobilizing, bargaining, com- 
promising). Black leaders had to concentrate 
on being legally precise and Constitutionally 
alen 

“As useful as this training is in a political 
democracy, it is hardly the sort that prepares 
a@ constituency for viable political par- 
ticipation. In an important sense, then, an ef- 
fective Black elite developed keen legal 
skills (and in turn both influenced and en- 
couraged the enforcement of American Con- 
atitutional lew).

The 
inner city person must live with 
this fear for 24 hours @ day, 
unable to escape It for a moment 
as are many of those who live in 
less susceptible areas. The fear 
of criminal assault while on the 
street, or in his auto, or in his 
home is always foremost on the 
mind of the inner city resident. 
When he leaves his home in the 
morning, or the night, he - is 
always conscious of the real 
possibility of a break-in and 
burglary; and if he leaves his 
family bahind, he simost always 
has @ prayer in his heart thet they 
wilt be protected in his absence: 

Fear of crime is a taste always 
in the mouth of the inner city 
resident. The man continually 
counsels his wife and daughter, 
and the mother continually in- 
structs the children - a 24-hour-8- 
day Worry that the inner city 
resident lives with - regardless of 
any publicity given to the 
statistical reduction of crime, 

There ere a very few families in 
the inner city who have not had 
someone in thelr primary of 
secondary family subjected to a 
criminal act. Either # purse has 


derstand why criminals are retur- 
ned again and again to the com- 
munities to continue unrestricted 
criminal activities. Certainly, it's 
difficult enough to catch them 
but, when once caught; the court 
allows them to return to their 
homes and ostensibly their 
regular trade and this is, in the 
vernacular of the street - mind— 
blowing! When the residents 
question the procedures, usually 
the police blame the courts and 
the courts blame the police and 
the lawyers,-and all of them 
blame the penal system. 

All of which leaves the citizen 
with a growing feeling that no 
one in authority really cares and 
that he, the citizen, must develop 
ways-to- protect himself. Ergo, the 
increase of hand guns in the 
homes and the growth of the 
auxiliary neighborhood police 
groups. 

The Inner city resident views 
his Own situation and his inability 
to control its factor with in- 
creasing alatm. He views the 
' outer city resident and the subur- 
banite with envy and hostility, 
and he looks al the corporate 
structure as being similarly as in- 
sensitive as in the policitcal 
system. He sees the commercial, 
industrial, financial leaders as 
being only interested in profit that 
comes from his (the citizen's) 
money, but seldom are they in- 
terested in his (the Citizen's) 
livelinood or his life circumstan- 
ces. And, so, the suspicion with 
which the inner resident views 
the political and judicial systems 
is also extended to the corporate 
woftd and the consumers’ 
movement is a part of that ex- 
pression of distrust, corporate

A multi-purpose 
cold vaccine is probably years in 
the future. And the wonder drug 
to cure a cold hasn't been found. 

So we go-back to the best 
Preventives the communicable 
disease specialists with HEW's 
Health Services and Mental 
Health Administration can give. 
Basically it boils down to (1) keep 
your body resistance up and (2) 
keep away from cold germs. 

And some of the ways to do 
these may sound as homey as 
Grandma, but they're best advice 
scientists have come up with to 
date. 


Cold pills? They won't do a 
thing to keep the cold from 
coming. And if you have a cold, 
they won't cure it. The best they 
can do is relieve the runny nose, 
watering eyes and nasal 
congestion while the cold runs its 
course. The game is true of nose 
drops and gargles. The best and 
Safest medicine for a dold is 
aspirin. 

What else can you do if you 
have _a-cold? Don't proudly brag 
about being able to ‘keep 
going.” It is no kindness to your

2. This is how much 
crude oil Shell 

had—after the Arab 
embargo and Arab 
production cutback. 


3. This is how much 
crude oil Shell is left 
with under the 
government's crude 
oil allocation program. 


THE PRIORITIES 


First, farmers get all the fuel they need. 
Then, assuming enough fuels are available: 


These get all the gas- 
oline:they need. 
Emergency _ services, 
telecommunications, pub- 
lic passenger transporta- 
tion, energy production, 
sanitation services, and 
the military. 


Truckers and factories. 
Current call for truckers to 
get all they need, and for fac- 
tories to get 10 percent more fuel 
than in 1972. This is to keep the 
economy going and to protect 
jobs. Mail is important too. So, 
mail haulers are to get 10 per- 
cent more than in 1972.

During the shortage it might be helpful 

if you understand the details of the-U:S.— 
Government’s allocation program—how 
it’s designed to protect jobs and essential 
services, and why the motorist comes last. 


Although there are many problems to 
iron out, in times-like these Shell 
thinks the. government's allocation 
program for petroleum products 
makes sense. Its intent is to establish 
national priorities. for distributing 
these products: 

Farmers must be given special 
consideration. They put the food on 
our tables. 

Ambulances, fire departments 
and other emergency services obvi- 
ously are very important. Fuel for 
them is often a matter of life or death. 

And industry must be given a 
fair share in order to protect jobs and 
keep the economy going. - 

Service stations and.movorists 
end up with what’s left. But if every- 
body. conserves a-little, we should all 
be able to get by without drastically 
changing the way we live. 

Here are two important as- 
pects of the allocation program that 
affect-the amount of gasoline Shell can 
produce. 


1. Crude oil is allocated, too 


During 1973 Shell was able to run its 
refineries at near capacity. 

In an effort to keep all refiners 
operating, the government is now al- 
locating crude oil. Here is its plan for 
crude oil allocation during February, 
March.and April. 

-. Ow February Ist; all refiners 
(including Shell) were allocated 
enough crude oil to run at about 76 
percent of crude capacity. Those who 
had_ crude_oil—above-that. amount, 


which indeed Shell did, are required 
to sell it to other refiners — those who 
do not have enough crude oil to run at 
about 76 percent of capacity. 
_Refiners able to acquire 
additional crude oil after February 


‘Ist can process it in their own re- 
= fineries. 


2. Refiners may have to 
make less gasoline 
The government may also regulate 
how refineries use the crude oil they 
get. = : 
Within refinery limitations, 
you can make different amounts of 
gasoline out of the same barrel of 
crude oil, If you make Jess gasoline; 
you can end up with more-of such 
things as heating oil, diesel fuel and jet 


- fuel. 


Refineries may be required to 
make the same percentage of their 
crude oil into-gasoline as they did in 
1972, which means making less 
gasoline than they might otherwise be 
making now. If the government im- 
poses such a:rule it will be in order to 
satisfy the priorities it has set up. 


But_from the point of view of 
the motorist, it adds up to this: We 


- start-out with less crude oil and may 


end up with less of it being turned into 
gasoline. =< x 
The new allocation. program 
makes it more difficult for us to supply 
those motorists who have been. loyal 
to Shell products and dealers in the 
past. 


All other businesses buying in, 
bulk. These get as much gasoline as 
they used in 1972. An exception is the 
service station dealer whose status is 
described below. 


Utilities, drug manufacturers, 
cargo ships. Plans call for utilities to 

+ 95 percent of their fuel oil needs. 
Gienufecturers of essential medicines 
get'as much fuel oil as they need. Cargo 
ships using residual fuels get as much as 
they need. -
